‘Court Sustains Demurrer in First 
~ Count of Embezzlement and 
Overrules It in Two of 
Counts—Only Nine Ju- 
rors Are Obtained. 


Zebulon, Ga., November 11.—(Special.) 

The caiye of the State against W. 8. 

'Witnam, of Atlanta, former president of 

the Barnesville Savings bank, on charges 
of embezzlement, insolvency, etc., was 
called yesterday afternoon and both sides 
‘announced ready. 

There were three counts fn the indict- 
ment and to these the defendant demur- 
red. After lengthy arguments on the de- 
murrer, which were concluded this morn- 
ing, the court sustained the demurrer on 
the first count and Overruled it on tne 
second and third. 

A plea in abatement was ion filea, al- 
leging that the indictment was found on 
a day previous to that alleged in the 
indictment as the day the crime was 
‘committed. The date alleged in the in- 
dictment is October 10, 1902, and the min- 
utes show that the bill was returned into 
court that day, but the defendant insists 
it was actually voted on by the gran. 
jury on the 9th. This formed an issue 
for the jury and out of a panel of fifty- 
nine only nine jurors were obtained, all 
jurors related to the creditors, stockhold- 
efs Or depositors being disqualified. 

The case was here suspended until oth- 
er jurors could be summoned and brought 
into court to make out the list of twelve.

SPIES DROVE 
ARTIST CRAZY 


Pathetic Story of Oscar Fer- 
ling, Who Destroyed Work 
‘ of Twenty Years, 


New York, November 11.—(SpecialJ— 
Oscar Ferling, the artist who went In- 
sane on Monday and destroyed the can- 
vas which represented twenty years’ of 
work, was of noble Russian birth. Dur- 
ing all that time he struggled for an 
eye pigment which would give life-like- 
ness to his painting and produce on canvas 
a correct representation of his concep- 
tion. 

Ferling was the hampered son of a 


_ hoble Russian possessed of great wea'th 


and of high standing in the Czar’s royal 
circle. As he nad received a broad and 
liberal education, however, he could not 
conscientiously fit in with the ideas en- 
tertained by the nobility, and when still 
& young man he joined a society some- 
what akin to the Nihilists. 

One day he and the other members of 
this society were descended upon by — 
police. He escaped with the loss of 
fingers, which were shot away by me 
the government agents. 

Ferling made a miraculous escape from 
the country and came to New York, 
where he was compelled to make a liv- 
ing by his brush. Here he conceived the 
idea of finishing a masterpiece that would 
startle the world and he began upon that 
painting twenty years ago. 

He needed a subtle color to perfect| ‘this 
inspiration of his genius, and after years 
of search finally found it. When he set 
out to fulfill his dream, however, he nad 
thought that as he had been driven from 


' his native land he would be let alone. 
But he was mistaken.

JURISDICTION DENIED 
TO THE COMMISSION 


—— 


L. and WN. Allegs It Is Wot Con- 
trolled by Morgan — Southern 
Railway, in Its Answer, 
Tells of the Agreement 
Made with Morgan. 


Washington, November 11.—Several more 
of the railroads which were made de- 
fendanés in the complaint made by the 
Kentucky railroad commission, charging 
merger of interests which threatened to 
place the entire southern territory under 
the domination of a single firm, filed their 
answers with the interstate commerce 
commission today. ; 

The answers in the main, like those of 
the Illinois Central and the FRexas and 
Pacific, filed yesterday, deny the allega- 
tions, The Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, however, goes further, and in its 
answer ‘styles the complaint a ‘mere 
fishing bill,’’ and disputes the jurisdiction 
of the interstate commerce commission 
over such matters. The Louisville and 
Nashville’s answer says the commil&si6n 
has no right nor title to institute or 
prosecute the complaint; Was no jurisdic- 
tion to require the filing of copies of con- 
tracts or arrangements with other com- 
mon carriers, except such as relate to the. 
traffic affected by the interstate com- 
merce act, which, the railroad says, does 
not apply to the contracts, arrangements, 
etc., referred to in the complaint; nor 
jurisdiction to inoufre inta personal 
transactions of individual stockholders, 
nor to ascertain whether any particnlar 
individual or firm has acquired a ma- 
jority, or any ‘other proportion of the 
capital stock of a railroad. 

Coast Line and Morgan. 

The answer denies that J. P. Morgan 
& Co. have acquired control of a: ma- 
jority of the Loutsville and Nashville 
stock,.and says the commission ‘has no 
jurisdiction ‘to inquire into the motives. of 
objects, of anyone selling or purchasing 
Shares, nor whether the stock of the 
Southern is controlled by a voting trust; 
with Morgan & Co, at its head. 

The Atlantic Coast Line railroad ad- 
mits contracting with the Morgan com- 
pany to purchase by December 31 next, 
and that the Morgan company has con- 
tracted to deliver to the Atlantic Coast 
Line by that date 306,000 shares of the 
@apital stock of the Louisville and. Nash- 
ville for $60,000,000, and that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville has assented thereto. 

The Southern Railway Company, the 
Southern Railway Company in Kentucky, 
and the Southern Railway Company of 
Indiana, in a joint answer, deny that the 
two last named lines are under th 
‘*management’’ of the Southern. Ther 
admit that about June 21, 1900; Morgan & 
Co. and the Southern railway made an 
agreement with practically all of the 
holders of bonds secured on properties 
then belonging to the Louisville,. Evans- 
ville and the St. Louis Consolidated Rafi. 
road Company, whereby it was proposed 
to r2crganize that road, to vest its control 
in the Southern. This plan was executed 
by a foreclosure sale. It is also admitted 
that in pursuance of an agreement the 
Souther.:, jointly with the Louisville and 
Nashville, has acquired 95,983 shares of 
the capital stock of the Chicago, Indian- 
apolis and Louisville Reilway Company. , 

The Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas 
Pacific not only denies the jurisdiction of 
the commission, but submits that there is 
no law of the United States, or of the 
etat:3s mentioned in the complaint, “which 
forbids .the same person or firm to hold 
stock in two or more railways.” 

Answer of Northern Pacific. 

The answer of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
read Company to the bill of complaint of 
the state of Washingtcn in the case of 
that state agzirst the Northern Securi- 
ties Compatry was filed today in the Unit- 
ed States supreme court. The brief. is 
signed by Gencral Coursel Bunny of the 
Northern Pacific Company, and is‘a cene 
eral denial of ‘‘all and all manner of un- 
lawful combination and confederacy 
wherewith it is charged.”’ 

In detail the reply deries that the con- 
struction of branch roads will be lessen- 
ed by the formation of ‘the securities 
company; denies that competition will 
be diminished and that rates will be 
advanced, claiming that, on the contrary, 
rates have been reduced since the merger 
was effected; says it has no information 
as to whether J. J. Hill controls a ma- 
jority of: the stock of the securities com- 
pany, bu: denies that J. P. Morgan has in 
his possession 85 per cent of the com- 
pany’s capit:l stock; denies that the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
have been merged, and says that what- 
ever rivalry has been maintained in the 
past will. be continucd in the future. 

Adnission is made of the charge that 
the two companies of the merger charged 
the stock of the Burlington capital, but 
‘it is asserted that this stock was divided 
|equally between the Northern. Pacific 
Company and the Great Northern, stock 
being paid for in each instanze with the 
bonds of the purchasing comrany. Spe- 
cific denial is mede of the charge, that 
these bonds were issued in contemplaticey 
of placing their .ines under a common 
sourze of control. The answer further ad- 
mits the organization of the Northern Se- 
curities Corpany in New Jerssy, and also 
admits the fact of the retirement of the 
pref=rred stock of the Northern Pacific 
| Compeny. 

Denial is made of the assertion that 
ithere was an agreerrent between J. J.

BOBBY VALTHOUR 
BADLY INYURED 


Champion Breaks His Collar- 
bone in a Bad Spill 


Serious Accident Occurred in the 
Fifth Mile of the First Heat. 
Nelson Thrown Twenty 
Feet, but Was Not 
Injured. 


The best and fastest race ever ridden 
on a track in Atlanta was last night 
brought, to a close by a spectacular and 
exciting spill in which Bobbie Walthour, 
champion of the world, and Joe Nelson, 
his closest competitor, with Gussie Law- 
son, pacemaker for Walthour, and R. G. 
Bennett, pacemaker for Nelson, ali came 
croppers. 

The quartet landed in a close mass. 
Walhour came from the fall with his 
collarbone broken and a number of 
abrasiong of the body. Nelson received 
but one cut and had his shoulder 
strained. Bennett had his leg injured 
slightly. Lawson saved himself through 
wearing a football head dress from other 
than a severe shaking up which stunned 
him for a minute. 

Walthour was carried from the track 
and taken to his home for an examina- 
tion. There his collarbone was found to 
be broken, an accident which will cause 
his retirement from cycle racing for some 
time td come. 

Accident in First Heat. 

The race of the night came on as the 
second event of the programme. The 
accident occurred in the first five mile 
heat. Starting from opposite sides of the 
track the two famous riders, one cham- 
pion and the other the greatest record 
holder of the time and a close cempeti- 
tor of the champion, fought like demons, 
lap after lap. At a mile made in 1:30 i-2 
they were about even up, at two miles 
Walthour had gained slightly and at 
three miles, little Nelson fighting game, 
had regained some of the lost ground. 
Walthour then took a bracer and went 
a great deal stronger for the fourth mile 
gradually drawing up cn Nelson. 

Attempted To Pass. 

Walthour gained Nelson's rear in the 
first lap of the fifth mile and hung there 
for a moment when he started an at- 
tempt to pass. Bennett, pacemsker for 
Nelson, warded this off and the pair came 
down the stretch neck and neck in a 
terrible struggle. Just entering the bank 
fat the end of the long stretch -Nelson’s 
motor swerved slightly upwards on the 
track ard Walthour’s motor came dow” 
slightly. Walthour's. motor struck the 
handle-bar of Nelson’s motor ard the 
two machines came down together. 
Walhour went over fnto the mix-up and 
Nelson safied through the air for a 
twenty-foot fall, landing finally on nis 
own motorman and, going over him:an4 
into his motor. He was first up of the 
fallen quartet and later came out for a 
| paced exhibition, going two miles gamely. 
The second mile of the race was made 
in 1:32, the third in 1:33 and the fourth 
in 1:33 and the men were going at a 1:30 
gait when they fell with the speed gradu- 
ally’ increasing.

Washington, November 11.—(Special.)— 
The removal of Juljan Bingham from the 
Alabama coilectorship promiges to be @& 
nine days’ wonder to the politicians. 
Despite Postmaster General Payne’s ap- 
parently explicit declaration that the re- 
publican party is a. negro party and it 
is ithe purpose of his administration to 
see that it remains so," everybody is 
looking for the next move. The inability 
of President: Roosevelt to find @ southern 
policy which will ‘stay put” worrtes 
some of his friends and amuses his politi- 
dhl eriemies. There are some very promi- 
nent republicans’ who do not attempt to 
conceal their delight over every new 
change which ge i the situation. 

Roosevelt’s rly Dreams. 


President Roosevelt started out with 
a determination to beild' up a white’ re- 
publican party in tHe southern states. 
About the first thing he did upon assum- 
ing the presidential office was to seé 
that the impression wentpabroad that he 
intended to relegate the negro to the 
background. With him were to go those 
republican politicians who ha@ worked 
with the negro in the ,past, wetting the 
federal! offices when . republicans were 
victorious and cont the delegations © 
to the national con 
to be a new deal ali afound. The time, 
he and his friends declared; was oppor- 
tuhe for the nmraking over of the repubil- 
can party of the south by -the injection 
of white bleod. ‘Unlike his predecessor, he 
was: under no obligations to the negroes 
for their votes in national convention; 
there was abdsolutely no reason why he 
should not put-into being that dream of 
republican sentimentalists—a white re- 
publican party -south of the Mason and 
Dixon line, which would break. up the 
solid south. 

His carly appointments were apparent- 
i~- made with this end in view. Old line 
republicans were turned down in almost 
every southern ‘state except’ Georgia. In 
Virginia, in South Carolina, in Mississippi 
and elsewhere the old line republicans 
were told to. get far to the rear and re- 
main seated while new converts were 
cffictally connected with the salary de- 
partment of the treasury. When it came 
to Georgia the Hly-whiting was stopped. 
Those leaders who sought to retire Lyons 
and Rucker and ,.DeVeaux were given to 
understand that the colored brother had 
been accorded his old seat in the band 
wagon, and that all efforts to dislodge 
him must fail. 

True to First Love. 

All this time, however, President Roose- 
velt and his advisers were nursing their 
dream of a white republican party. This 
must not be lost sight of. Thé president 
lost no opportunity, when talking with 
southern men to impress them .with his 
desire that every possible step should, be 
taken to accomplish this much desired 
end. The apparent certainty tha: he 
would have no opposition far the nomf!- 
nation in 1944 ought to make it an easy 
matter for the republican leaders of the 
south to draw into the party that mass 


of business men who were pictured as ; 


eagerly awaiting an opportunity to leave 
the party of their fathers and flock un- 
der the republican banner. 

Among the men who had this talk 
poured into his ears time and time again 
was Senator Pritchard, who. as the only 
republican senator from the heart of 
the south, was told that he could do 
great things toward bringing about this 
end. 

Pritchard’s Practical Plan.

He was not 
frightened and ran-in frpnt of the girl, 
biocking her path. She tried to escape 
him by turning aside, but he turned to 
the same side of ‘the road and kept her 
back. The negro then advanced. upon her, 
making a desperate attack upon the girl 
with the evident: intention of committing 
assault. 

Thg plucky girl drew her hat pin and 
lunged {ft at the negro and, she believes, 
stuck it. in him. He struck her in the 
breast and also caught her round” the 
neck, trying to throw her to the ground. 
The girl is strong for her age, however, 
end resisted stoutly, at the same time 


making desperate efforts to stick the 
negro with the pin. 

Finally. alarmed by her cries and baf- 
fled by her sout resistance, he ran away. 
He carried the hat pin. either in his hand 
or sticking in his flesh, the girl did not 
know. The negro‘ was a stranger. 

The alarm was given and bloodhounds 
were procured, while a crowd of nearly 
two hundred men is on the scene tonight 
armed with guns and pistols, looking for 
thé negro. So far the hounds have made 
no progress, and it seems doubtful at 
thts hour if he will be caught.

So Rev. Thomas Dixon Says, 
Speaking of the Race 
Problem. 


Baltimore, Md., November 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Rev. Thomas Dixon, of New York, 
who came here tonight to lecture, has « 
bad opinion of the negro. 

“Tl have known them from the first 
years of my life,” he said to a reporter. 

‘“‘My deliberate opinion of the modern 
negro in this country is that he is not 
worth hejl.- room. If I were the devil, I 
would not let him in hell. They will be 
driven from the south just as surely 4s 
they swarm that place now. 

“Tl make the statement that no farmer 
in the south can make his farm . pay 
with negro labor of the modern sort. I 
have a farm of 500 acres in Virginia, 
and I employed 100 negroes“to work it in 
grain and other market stuff. I strove 
and strove with them, but I could do 
nothing. I discharged them all, and have 
turned to raising polled angus beef cattie 
for the English market. Now I work the 
farm with two white men. 

‘“Thete is no hope for the southern 
farmer until the negro is expelled and 
white labor substituted.” 

Mr. Dixon was askeGé what he thought 
of President Roosevelt's action in taking 
up the part of the negroes in Alabama 
with the republican party managers. 

“He seems determined to-play up the 
negro at every opportunity,” said Mr. 
Dixon. “Still, from a republican stand- 
point, Ke is consistent and in line with 
the history and traditions of the repub- 
lican party. I do not see that we have 
any reason for criticising him."

The verdict, which was confidently an- 
| ticipated, was greeted with an Instantly 
suppressed outbreak of applause, Justice 
-Lambert having delivered a stern admoni- 
tion that no demonstration would be 
-permitted. 

Molineux, who was brotght into court 
as soon as it was known that the jurv 
had agreed. was apparontly as uncon- 
cerned ay he has ‘been throughout the 
trial, and gave no evidence of emotion 
when the words that established his in- 
rocetice were pronounced. His aged fath- 
er. General. Molineux. was deeply affect- 
ed, and could with difficulty respond to 
the greetings of friends who pressed for- 
ward to offer taeir congratulations. 

Verdict in Thirteen Minutes. 

It was just thirteen minutes after the 
jury retired when word was brought to 
the court:room that a verdict had beer 
reached. Court officers shouted for order, 
and a hurry call was sent for Justice 
Lambert, whe was not to be found-in his

There was a burst of applause, but it 
was speedily quelled by the court offi- 
cers. Justice Lambert ordered the court 
cleared and told the jurors to remain in 
their seats until it was cleared. Then 
after counsel for both sides had congrat- 
ulated each other and the jury, and had 
thanked the court, Justice Lambert or- 
dered the forma] discharge of Molinewtx.

Speaker at Banquet of Chamber 


of Commerce. 


New York, November 11.—The day’s 
seremonies in connection with the dedi- 
cation of the new home of the chamber 
of commerce were brought to a close to- 
night by a banquet given by the chambe-: 
in honor of the guests of the occasion. 

Among the guests of honor were Presi- 
dent “Roosevelt, Prince Hans Heinrich 
von Pless, the representative of the Ger- 
man émperor; Sir Michael Henry Her- 
bert, the British ambassador; M. Jules 
Cambon, the French ambassador; Secre- 
tary of War Elihu Root, Secretary of the 
‘Treasury Leslie M. Shaw, Major General 
MacArthur, Governor Benjamin B. Odell. 
Mayor Low and Rear Admiral Albert 8. 
Barker. A telegram of regret wag re- 
ceived from Count Cassini, the Russian 
ambassador 

After congratulatory cablegrams had 
Leen read by Morris K, Jessup, the presi- 
dent of the chamber, President Roose- 
velt delivered the principal address of 
the evening. 

Roosevelt’s Address. 

He said in part: 


“I do not wish to speak to you in the 
language of industrial compliment, and 
yet it is but a bare statement af fact to 
say that nowhere in our countfy could 
there be gathered an audience which 
would stand as more typically character- 
istic than this of ali those qualities and 
attributes which have given us of the 
United States our commanding position 


in the industrial world. There is no need 


of my preaching to this gathering the 
reed of combining efficiency with upright 
dealing, for, as an American and as a 
itizen of New York, I am proud to feel 
hat the name of your organization car- 
ries with it a guaranty of both; and your 
ractice counts for more than any preach- 
ng could possibly count. 
“We have passed that stage of national 
developmgnt when depreciation of other 
les is felt as a tribute to our own. I 
I can say safely that we have 
siown by our an toward Cuba, by

ards weaker powers our desire is that 
hey may be able to stand alone, and 
will only show themselves 
willing to deal honestly and fairly with 
the rest of mankird, we on our side wi!!

“With the great powers of the world, 
we désire no rivalry that is not honor- 
ble to both parties. We wish them well. 

@e believe that the trend of modern 
spirit is ever stronger toward peace, not 
war; toward friendship, not hostility, as 
the normal international attitude. We 
are glad, indeed, that we are on 
terms with all the other peoples of man- 
kind, and no effort on our part shall be 

red to secure a continuance of these 
rélations. 

‘Important + ig it is that we should 
have peace abroad, it is even more im- 
portant we should have peace at home. 
You, men of the chamber of commerce. 
to whose efforts we owe so mich of our 
industrial well being, can, and T believe 
surely will. he influential in helping to-

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President and Ex-President Speak 
to New York Business 
Men.

New York, November 11.—With the pres- 
ident and a former president of the Unit- 
ed States as itg guests of honor, and 
with representatives of foreign govern- 
ments and other distinguished persons 
present, the New York chamber of com- 
merce formally dedicated its building: in 
this city today, 

The proceedings were opened with a 
prayer of dedication by Rev. Morgan Dix, 
rector of Trinity church. An address of 
welcome by Morris K. Jesup, president of 
the chamber, followed, and then the ora- 
tion of the day was delivered by former 
President Grover Cleveland. 

Cieveiand’s Address. 

Former President Cleveland said in 
part: 

“It need not surprise us if the popular 
estimate of this business organization 
should fail to take into account ali that 
it has done to promote high and patriotic 
purposes not always related, in a narrow 
sense, to commerce. No associated body 
of our citizens felt more deeply and ef- 
fectively the throbbing of patriotism and 
devotion to country wifen our government 
was threatened by armed rebellion; its 
protest and aid was immediately forth- 
coming when afterwards an insidious at- 
tack was made upon financial integrity 
through an attempted debasement of our 
currency; from no quarter has & more 
earnest and insistent demand been heard 
for the adjustment of international dis- 
putes by arbitration; its espousa] of the 
eause of business education ameng our 
people has been hearty and practical; it 
has advocated enlarged reciprocity of 
business relations between nations, and 
the removal of their vexatious hindranc®s, 
and last, by no means least, it has prompt- 
ly and with an open hand relieved (is- 
tress and alleviated disaster. 

“If we justly appreciate what these 
things mean, we shall realize that com- 
meree: has done an immense service to 
humanity,, by enlarging within its wide 
influence the acceptance of tne laws of 
honest dealing among civilized comm uni- 
ties, and by curbing a" besetting sins 
of selfishness and greed. 

‘What I have said must. not be ufder- 
stood as in the least intimating that 
commerce should be an altruistic or bee 
nevolent a ay. managed- on lines %% 
ception would be absurdly at fault. Com- 
ception wiuld be absurdly .at fault. Com- 
merce is born of enterprise, and enter- 
prise in this busy, bustling age ig born 
of struggle and, competition. But the 
struggle and competition need not be to 
the death. Alertness and keenness “A 
securing business opportunities do Bee 
by any means import unmindfulness © 
all else save ruthlessness and ravenous 

ng. 

i te pioneer of colonization and ex- 
ransion sordidly undertaken in its inter- 
est, commerce has in other days had just- 
ly laid at its door cruel aggression and 
ruthless disregard of human righjs. In 
regions, to use the language of an apol- 
ogist, ‘the welfare of the nhabitants of 
these possessions is subordinate to the 
strategic or commercial purpose for which 
they are held.’ If any measure of resti- 
tution or compensation .has fallen due 
from commerce to humanity on this score, 
we know that its full acquittance has 
been made or {s forthcoming, and we cer- 
tainly should have no cause to fear that 
a like guilty responsibility will be again 
incurred.” 

When Mr. Cleveland rose to speak he 
was greeted with loud cheers from the 
arcsemblage, and several times in his 
speech he was interrupted by applause. 

Roosevelt’s Address. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Cleveland's 
acdress Morris K Jesup, president of the 
chamber, announced that President 
Roosevelt, although reserving his address 
for the banquet this evening, had con- 
sented to say a few words. As President 
Roosevelt stepped forward to address the 
chamber, the whole assemblage rese and 
cheered. He spoke as follows: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen: As I 
am to speak to you this evening, I shall 
tow simply say a word of greeting to you 
and to your guests. I have been asked 
here as the chief executive of the nation, 
and so I can speak not merely on your 
behalf, but on behalf of our people as a 
whole, in greeting and thanking you for 
their presence here, these represeitatives 
of foreign countries who have done us 
the honor and pleasure of being present 
tcday. (Appause.) 3 greet the ambas- 
sador (turning to Mr. Cambon) whose ap- 
proaching departure we.so sincerely re- 
gret, the ambassador to whom, on his 
advent, we extended such hearty greet- 
ing, and especially representatives of 
those great friendly civilized nations witn 
whom we intend to be knit even closer 
by ties of commercial and social good 
will in the future. (Turning to the Rus- 
sian and British ambassadors and Prince 
Henry von Pless.) 

“And now, gentlemen, having eeted 
your guests on behalf or you, greet 
you in the eer of the people, not merely 
because yous stand for cémmercial suc- 
cess, but because this body has been 
able to show that the greatest com- 
Mercial success can square with the 1m- 
mutable and eternal laws of decent and 
right living. and of fair deatrng petween 
man and man.”’ 

The demonstration as the president con- 
cluded ended with three cheers. 

Mayor Low made the concluding ad- 
dress, and the-ceremonies closed with 4 
benediction by Rev. Morgan Dix.

Past Record Is Being Dug Up, and 
Will Be Sent to United States 
Senate—Governor’s Action 
Surprise to Mine 
Operators.

Birmingham, Ala., November 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It has developed today that a de- 
termined fight is to be made against the 
confirmation by the United States senate 
of Judge Thomas Roulhac, who was re- 
cently appointed. United States attorney 
for the northern district of Alabama. 

Materia] for the fight is now being 
gathered, and an unrelenting effort to 
defeat Roulhac will be made by the re- 
publications, who believe that republi- 
cans should be appointed under a fe- 
publican administration. 

The grounds for the fight will be Judge 
Roulhac’s bitter opposition to the repub- 
lican party and its principles, and it is 
understood that a number of his old 
speeches and letters have been dug up 
and will be presented as evidence on 
this subject. One of the most important 
documents said to be in existence is 
the report of a speecli delivered by Judge 
Roulhac some time ago before the Ala- 
bama Bar Association. The speech is said 
to haye been a very severe arraigninent 
of President Roosevelt's administration. 

There is also talk of thé republicans 
training their guns on Booker T. Wagh- 
ington with special reference to his p8liti- 
eal record. They say he was never rec- 
ognized as a republican until about the 
time he secured the nomination of Gov- 
ernor Jones as United States circuit judge. 

Convict Question. 

The governor’s announcement that the 
present system of leasing convicts in the 
coal mines would be changed on October 
l came as a surprise to the people of 


Alabama, and as a shock to the mining. 


companies employing them. 

The governor believes that the state ag 
guardian of the convicts is responsible 
for their well-being, and should, there- 
fore, have direct control of them. He 
also believes that under the present sys- 
tem the state does not receive all of the 
revenue from their employment. 

The Tennessee Coal and Iron Railroad 
Company and the Sloss-Sheffield Iron and 
Steel Company are the only corporations 
in the mining district that lease state 
convicts. Representatives of these com- 
panies have an engagement with the gov- 
ernor for a conference in Montgomery on 
next Saturday, and it is understood that 
tnis proposition will be submitted to the 
mine operators: That the state wili fur- 
nish convict labor for the’ mining. and 
delivery of coal on board of cars, the 
state reserving absolute control and man- 
agement 6f the convicts; that is to say, 
the state, will feed, clothe and guard the 
convicts and fufnish them with medical 
attention. The agreement may provide 
that the mines are to be worked under 
the direction of the engineers of the 
operators, and on a general plan devised 
by those engineers. / 

The details are at present onlv in a 
tentative way and will be discussed at 
the conference fully. Indications. point 
strongly to the probability of an agree- 
ment whereby the convicts will continue 
to work in the mines. 


TAMMANY HALL IN CONTROL. 


New York, November 11.—Tammany 
hall today secured gontrol of the board 
of aldermen, which had been cor.trolied 
by the fusionists since January last.

BLACK MAN HELD 


‘Mason, Accused of Killing Mo- 


men, Discharged at Boston, 


George Perry, Young Negro, Is Held 
on the Charge of Reing Jack the 
Slugger—Negro Pleads Not 
' Guilty to the Charge 
Against Him. 


Cambridge, Mass., November 11.—The 
discharge of Alan G. Mason, the man ac- 
cused of the murder of Clara A. Morton 
at Waverly a week ago last Sunday 
night, was ordered by Judge Charles Al- 
my, of the third district court ef eastern 
Middlesex, today. The government law- 
yer announced that an investigation had 
failed to disclose evidence sufficient to 
hold the accused man and ordered the 
discharge of Mason. 

Almost immediately the negro George 
L. O. Perry, a young negro, was held as 
a withess against Mason, was charged 
with the murder of Miss Morton. He 
pleaded not guilty and was remanded 
without bail for a hearing November 18. 

After his release, Mason held an infor- 
mal conference and after a short time 
was driven to his home in Boston, 

Before Perry was taken back to jail, 
@ number of persons were permitted to 
look at him. ,One of the witnesses in 
the Mason case, Miss Albertson, who is 
employed at the "Waverly restaurant, 
identified Perry as the negro whom she 
saw in Waverly on the night of the as- 
sault on Miss Morton. 

While he was being. looked at Perry 
srew impatient and angry. He cursed 
Nemser, the pawnbroker, who had just 
declared it was Perry who sold him ths 
watches of Miss McPhee and Miss Mor- 
ton and threatened the police with ven- 
geance. 

Although Perry is accused of the mur- 
dGér the police feel certain that he had an 
accomplice. They believe that a negro 
is involved of whom they have the namie 
and history.

“I found,” said Captain English, “that 
the Atlanta police force is better gov- 
erned, has higher standing, and possesses 
better control over the city, than the 
departments of London, Paris, or any of 
the other large cities I visited. A trip 
to those places will serve to demonstrate 
forcibly the superior manner in which 
the laws are enforced in this city, as 
compared with cities across the water. 

“From my observation, I do not heat- 
tate to state that the members of this 
department excel] in intelligence, in cour- 
age, in morality. and in fact almost 
avery other respect.

FIGHT IS WON 
BY TRAINMEN 


Seventeen of the Roads En- 
tering Chicago Signed 
New Scale, 


Chicago, November 11.—The wage cop- 
troversy between the ralflroads and the 
Brotherhood of Railway  Trainmen, 
which for a time threatened to tie up all 
the principal switching terminals in Chi- 
cago, was amicably adjusted tonight at 
a conference between 
agers and officials of the brotherhood. 
The settlement was reached on the basis 
of a compromise. Seventeen of the rail- 
roads signed the new agreement, and 
the Santa Fe, the other road invoived, 
will sign tomorrow morning. 

The men will receive an increase of 
about 12 per cent. In their demands the 
men asked for an increase of 5 cents an 
hour, the railroads offered to compro- 
mise, with an increase of 21-2 cents an 
hour to helpers and 3 cents to foremen. 
This was refused. At tonight’s meeting 
the railroads submitted a proposition of- 
fering an increase of 3 cents an hour to 
helpers and 4 cents to foremen. After 
several hours’ deliberation the proposi- 
tion was accepted by the men. 


BISHOP FOWLER 
FEARS A CRASH 


xe Says That the Nation Is 
on Verge of a Financial 
Crisis. 


Troy, N. Y¥., November 11.—The meet- 
ing of the general committee of the 
Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Education 
Society was concluded ‘n this city to- 
night. At, the afternodn session much 
time was devoted to appropriations. In 
the course of the debate on the subject, 
Bishop Charles Fowler, of Buffalo, ad- 
vised caution in voting appropriations of 
noney, saying that there confronted the 
ration today a crisis in financial aftairs, 
and asserting that any one who stcod 
squarely on both feet today might feel 
the rumbling of calamity. 

Replying to this, Bishop John W. Ham- 
ilton, of San Francisco, ssid he was not 
epprehensive of any financial calamity 
teing visited upg this country. ‘The 
ccuntry today is in the hands of a dozen 
capitalists, who control che affairs, and, 
as a matter of self-protection. will pre- 
vent any calamity.” 

The appropriations amounted to $129,- 
£70, divided among schools for whites and 
tlacks. 

Bishop Walden, in the evening, as chair- 
tran of a special committee, reported in 
favor of a ‘letter’ being sent to presiding 
elders throughout the country suggest- 
irg a recognition of Linzoln’s birthday.

Lingered in State of Coma Twenty- 


‘five Days Before End Came. 
Funeral Occurs Thursday. 
Other Central City

Constitution Bureau, Macon, Ga., No- 
vember 11—A. B, Small, Jr., died in 
Beaumont, Tex., last night, as a tele- 
gram received here annopnces. Mr. 
Small has been lingering in a state of 
coma for twenty-five days, as the result 
of peritonitis. His father, A. B. Small, 
and his sister, Mrs. Clem P. Steed, were 
with him at the time of his death, and 
will accompany the remains to Macon. 
They will arrive Thursday afternoon and 
the young man will be buried on Friday. 
The funeral services will be conducted 
from the First Baptist church, of which 
he was a member. 

The death of Mr. Small causes much 
SOTTOW in macon, where he has lived all 
his life, until a few months ago, waen 
he went to Beaumont. During the first 
few weeks of his stay in Texas, Mr. 
Small was very successful, oeing ap- 
pointed counsel for the German-Ameri- 
can Oil Corporation, which is a big con- 
cern in Beaumont. His health, which 
was failing when he left Macon, soon 
broke up altogether, and typhoid fever 
was the result. This caused the perito- 
nitis, which proved fatal. 

Mr. Small ‘belonged to a prominent 
family of this city. He was the son of 
A. B. Small, and a brother of Mrs. Clem 
P. Steed and of Ralph, Emmett and Law- 
rence Small, of this city. 

He was a man of unusual intellectual 
gifts, being a graduate of Mercer univer- 
sity.

GOV. JENNINGS CONSTRUES iw 
AND SETTLES QUESTION. 


Were Puzzled as to When Their 
Terms Expire. 


Tallahassee, Fia., 


the present boards of county commis- 
sioners in each county of Florida, and to 
the members of the new boards, elected 
on the 4th instant, has been under con- 
sideration by Governor Jennings and Sec- 
retary of State Crawford for several 
weeks past, and these officials today an- 
nounced that they had reached a definite 
conclusion. 

Up to the present time al county com- 
missioners have been appointed by the 
governor and commissioned, in compliance 
with section 5, of article vill, of the con- 
stitution of 1885, to serve for two years 
from the date of their appointment, 

At the general election in 190 the people 
ratified an amendment to section 5, of ar- 
ticle villi, the amendment making county 
commissioners elective instead of appoint- 
ive officers, the first. election to be in 
November, 1902. There was a proviso in 
the amendment ‘that all vacancies oc- 
curring before the election of 1902 shall 
be filled by appointment by the governor 
as then provided by law. Nelther the 
original section 5, of article viil, nor its 
amendment named the time when the 
first elected county commissioners should 
take their offices. Their terms is to be 
two years. a 

It seems that a number of county com- 
missioners have been appointed since the 
adoption of the amendment, and they 
were commissioned to serve for two years 
as was done under the original provision. 
The question arose as to whether the 
newly elected commissioners must wait 
until the two years of the present com- 
missioners have expired or whether the 
new members will take office at the 
same time other county officers assume 
their offices. 

The governor and secretary of state 
have decided that this point is governed 
and settled by section 14, of article xviii, 
of the constitution, which provides: ‘The 
terms of office of all county officers, un- 
less otherwise provided, shall commence 
on the first Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day in January next after their election.”’ 
As it is not “otherwise provided" in sec- 
tion 6, of article vill, or its amendment, 
it is now settled that no mattér how the 
present outstanding commissions read, 


‘they will be vacated on the first Tuesday 


after the first Monday in January, next, 
and the newly elected commissioners will 
all take office on that day.

The first set of appraisers to make 
their report on the property condemned 
by the government for the purpose of 
erecting thereon the new custom house 
filed their report with the clerk of the 
United States district court yesterday 
afternoon. 

The report was on the wocn property 
occupied by the old Weinmeister hotel, 


and is owned by Wilhelm and Freder- 
ick Koch. The appraisers, Will Scott, 
Forrest Adair ana A. J: West, fixed the 
value of the property at $03,600, 

This places the value of the property at 
nearly one-third the amount appropriated 
by congress for: the purchase of the en- 
tire remainder of the postoffice block, 
$170,000, and indicates that much more 
than this will be required to purchase all 
the property. 

May Occasion Delay. 

Postmaster E. F. Blddgett, when told 
of the decision of the appraisers, stated 
that in his opinion this means thdt the 
construction of the new building will be 
postponed for.some «ime at reast. In 
speaking of the matter to a representa- 
tive. of The Constitution, he said: 

“If the appraisers working on the other 
Pieces of property value them as highly 
as did those appraising the Koch prop- 
erty .the aggregate values will greatly 
exceed the amount appropriated for the 
purchase of the property. 

“In order to get the property congress 
will have to.snake another appropriation 
and by that time the owners of the 
property.- will doubtless desire another 
appraisement. All this will consume 
time and I am afraid that the new cus- 
tom house is now agai in the dim fu- 
ture,”’ 

Forrest Adair, who acted as the repre- 
sentative of the Kochs, did not look at 
the matter in this light. Mr. Adair is 
one of the best known real estate men in 
Atlanta and is’ considered quite an au- 
thority on real estate matters. In dfs- 
cussing the appraisement, he said:

ee Crimes Are Charged rt 
Hardy Negroes, 


Arrest of Griffin Murderers in Au- 
gusta May Throw Light on Nu- 
merous Crimes Committed 
in and Near That 
City. 


Augusta. Ga., November 11.—(Special.)~ 
Were the Hardy negroes, who are now 
in jail for the murder of Ed Griffin, a 
pand of robers and murderers, who are 
responsible for many of the local murder 
and robbery mysteries of the last few 
years? 

It is a current belief that they are. 
It is said that the South Carolina offi- 
clals are now investigating, to see if 
they did not murder Mrs. J. O. Atkinson, 
on the Edgefield road, near Republicay 
ehurch, in the fall of 1898, and it is also 
pelfeved that the murder of W. L. Col- 
lins, just beyond north Augusta, can be 
traced to therm 

The public well remembers the murder 
of Mrs. Atkinson, who was formerly a 
Miss Blaleck, of this city. She and her 
husband were returning from Augusta to 
their home. A negro fired a shotgun 
into the buggy and the lady was instantly 
killed. Three negroes were captured, 
who, it was believed, were implicated in 
the atrocious murder.

But at thi 
juncture of growing interest in our 
educational problems. we . must pot 
‘make the fatal mistakes of over or- 
ganization and the. imposition of sys- 
tems ten and twenty years ahead of 
our resources and necessities, ° 

That “aristocratic education” of the 
ante-bellum south that Mr. Page says 
ir dead and dateless as to a resurre>- 
tion was‘a social emollient and a ra- 
cial stimulant. It gave the south a 
cultured class without peers and it 
encouraged the democratic ambition 
of the white man, however poor, to 
give his children tne ability to at least 
“read, write and figger” with’ the’ ch'l- 
dren of the aristocracy of the timea. 
Now that system has been swallow 2d 
up in the canal system of irrigating 
the entire populace of every race, color 
and condition from the reservoirs of 
the public equity. ‘ 

If that public equity of education 
{can only be confined to t ~funda- 
nentals of a common Bnglish educ rv 
tion no one can object to its common- 
ality or cost. But we are not ready at 
this time, in spite of the general re- 
cuperations of thirty-seven years since 
the debacle at Appomattox, to put in 
cLeration in North Carolina or in 
Georgia the full, finished and finan. 
cially endowned systems that prevail 
in- Massachusetts and New York. 
Some day yet'remote in the future we 
will need equivalent systems and will 
have them, 

For the present, however, there is 
a surer and more attractive way of 
rebuilding the old commonwealth, of 
Georgia in educational character and 
power than by adopting the compre- 
hensive suggestions of Mr. Page. If 
we can by some good chance induce 
our legislators to. confine our public 
school efforts for about ten years to 
ccme to common schools and the larg- 
est number of them that a judicious 
use of our means will adequately 
equip, we may be ready at the end of 
that period to consider operations be- 
yond “the three Rs” and begin gradu- 
ally to build upon an almost universai 
literacy of our youth those schools of 
technical and industrial adjuncts that 
will adapt our people to wiser ifdus- 
tries and a sirer independence. 

Mr. Page’s en.vhusiasm for southern 
educational development is superb—~ 
but it is, perhaps, somewhat ahead of 
southern purses and present possibil. 
ities.

The prolonged and distressing ill-' 
ness of Mr. Stewart F. Woodson is 4¢- 
plored by a great host of his fellow- 
citizens. His long connection with the 
business affairs of the city, his loyalty 
tu, her interests and enterprises, his 
readiness in every good word and 
work that made for her growth and 
prosperity, have endeared ‘him in pop-:

fects thousands with a peculiar'y 
strong, sympathy. .. poo 
Mr.:Woodson pegan his business ca- 
reer practically with the first impulses 
of Atlanta’s renaissance and his heart 
took hold upon her fortunes with un- 
selfish looyalty. He has always been 
content to suffer if she must. suffer and 
prosper as she prospered. His nature 
is of that optimistic clarity that can 
pierce immediate shadows and look 
for the new ligat on the hills beyond. 
This unfailing trust has made him an 
inspiration. to the counsels of his fel-: 
low-citizens and moved’’them to place’ 
‘him, in attitudes of grave responsi- 
bility for many popular movements. 

It is the sincere wish of his count- 
less friends and admirers that the 
crisis of his illness may be speedily 


and happily passed and soon he may 


(ve. greeted again. in those activities 


which always gain by his healthy lead- 
ership and conservative judgment. 


A Lonesome Fellow-Citizen. 

In all the United States of America 
outside of the fourteen southera 
states (if we include Maryland 
and Missouri among them), there 


is left but one democratic governor' 
And the strangest feature of the case 
is that he will be governor of the 
tight little state of Rhode Island, away 
yonder in the east, and that he him- 
self is a southern man, born in Knox- 
ville, Tenn., in 1842, who, at the end 
of his Harvard course settled down in 
the little yankee commonwealth as a 
doctor. 

About twenty years ago the situa- 
tion was just about the other way as 
tc numbers—the democrats then hav- 
ing two-thirds of the governors in the 
union. Now, by reason of the demv- 
cratic rucusses of recent years, state 
after state in the north has gone over 
ta the republicans and now democrat- 
ic governors are bunched in the south 
and the proportion of them in the un- 
ion is one to two of the republican 
brand. And our friend up in Rhode 
Island must feel awfully lonesome. 
He has two republican United States 
senators, and two paired-off represen- 
tatives, and a republican legislature, 
however, to keep tab on and, perhaps, 
after all, will not be quite so lone- 
some as he looks when he gets down 
to the hard work of his accidental 
job. 

His unique position, though, brings 
into consideration a fact that is fre- 
quently forgotten by most observers 
of ‘political. movements. There are 
several states in the east that stil] re- 
tain the old town system of constitut- 
ing their legislatures. Towns with 
fifty voters have one member of the 
assembly, while towns of 20,000 have 
no more, and the member from the 
small borough is as potent as the 
member from the city. It was this 
prejudicial, unrepublican anomaly that 
caused the late effort to reform the 
constitution of Connecticut in favor 
of fair and equitable representation, 
but the small boroughs would not turn 
loose their advantage and made a cO"1- 
Stitution that the people ‘at ‘large 
rromptly rejected. 

It is therefore possible for such 
states “to keep the United States sen- 
ate packed with men who do not rep- 
resent the majority of the voters. 
Rhode Island on a general vote can 
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or Garvin, with no veto power and 
scant appointive privileges, is a lone- 
some fellow-citizen and Rhode Islani 
will continue to figure as a staunch re- 
publican state, or at least doubtful for 
presidential purposes. It looks as if 
it would be only neighborly for some 
of our real democratic ‘governors ‘to 
go up and chat with him now and then 
during his innocuons term of office. 
~The Millerites have often gathered 
to see the millennium arrive and -been 
obliged to disperse with disappoint- 
ment because the aforesaid millennium 
refused to keep its date with them.

For a Commission ‘ of Labor. 

Hon. Jack Slaton, in his cogent and elo- 
quent talk, again mooted the subject of 
creating a new bureau of the state gov- 
ernment to be functioned by a commis- 
sioner of labor. He said: 

“You need and the state should have 
such an officer. Agitation is good for 
any laudable cause, but there is a neces- 
sary step between agitation and legisla- 
tion that is too often neglected, and that 
is education. What the people and gen- 
eral assembly need on these issues in 
whose right solution labor has so vital 
interests is education in the conditions 
and facts of each of them. A commis- 
sioner of labor would look after these in- 
vestigations, give needed information for 
electoral and legislative action and should 
be clothed with the authority to see that 
labor laws are obeyed, I know of noth- 
ing mere to your interest than the crea- 
tion of such an officer—such a one as the 
farmers how have in the commissioner of 
agriculture.” 

The idea thus advanced met with the

How Is This, Anyhow? 

While making a strong and earnest 
speech to the union labor men, Hon. 
Joe Hall, of Bibb, made the remark~- 
able statement that the right of trial by 
jury has been broken down in Georgia.

The possibility: of the plan is unwar- 
ranted by law or justice. To educate the 
farmers’ children by tae excess ef the in- 
spection fees of fertilizers was intro- 
duced 4n the last legislature by the Hon. 
Harvie Jordan, of Jasper, who now holds 
a seat in the present senate. It was a 
pet measure of his, but his best friends 
hope his ardor on this has moderated.

The nouse yesterday, by a vote of 74 to 
-, killed the bill by Mr. Candler, of De- 
Kalb, which proposed an amendment to 
the constitution to authorize the legisla- 
- ture to exempt church, school and col- 
| roperty from taxation. 

og a was such a decisive one that 
it is not likely anytaing more wii be done 
toward getting it through at this session, 
As the measure proposed @ constitutional] 
gmendment, it required a two-thirds vote 
of the house and senate before it could be 
gupmitted to the people. The measure 
would have to receive 117 votes in the 
house, whereas only 74 were were cast in 
favor of it. Taere were Only twenty- 

‘three members who did not vote yester- 
day, and if all of them should vote in 
favor of the bill it would still lack 20 
yotes of the requisite number. 

The bill was set as a special order for 
yesterday and its consideration con- 
sumed the entire day. It came before the 
house with a practically unanimously fa- 
yorable report from the committee on 
constitutional amendments, Of whica 
Judge John W. Akin, of Barto~ is chair- 


man. 
| §pecifically the measure proposed an 


amendment to paragraph 2 of section 2 of 
article 7 of the constitution of the state, 
so as to enlarge the power of exemption 
from taxation of all places of religious 
worship Or burial, and also all property 
belonging to certain colleges, incorporat- 
ed academies or other seminaries of 
learning, to provide for the ~roper ratifi- 
cation of same by the people, etc. 

The bill was strongly supported by 
Messrs. Candler, of DeKalb, its autaor; 


‘George of Morgan, and Akin of Bartow, 


while the opposition was led by Mesers. 
Halt, of Bibb. and Lane, of Sumter. There 
was considerable interest in the measure 
in view of the fact that it was commend- 
ed by the gubernatorial candidates in the 
recent campaign, and there was every in- 
dication that it was approved by the 


people. 
Mr. Candler’s Argument. 

Mr. Candler said he hed no. extended 
argument to make in benalf of the bill. 
He believed it must commend itself to 
every member of the legislature. The bili 
had received a unanimously favorable re- 
port from the committee on constitutiona! 
amendments. A similar favorable report 
was given the measure by the joint 


' mittee on constitutional amendments at 


the session of 1901. 

“This plan was most favorably com- 
mended both by Mr. Terrell and by Mr. 
Guerry in their campaign for governor,’ 
Mr. Candler said. “‘This measure is di- 
rectly in line with the public pélicy of 


the state of Georgia prior to the adoption 


of the constitution of 1877, -It is the 
poligy Of the state not to put burdens on 
religious or educational institutions. The 
state has the right and the power to ex- 
empt from taxation’ just as it has to tax, 
and the way should be opened for the ex- 
emption of public institutions whica are 


 feligious, educational or charitable. Such 
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a plan in the end must necessarily result 
in a saving to the state through the good 
these institutions, when not hampéred by 
taxation, will be able to do to the citizen.” 

Mr. Candler made a strong appeal for 
some plan for the exemption of taxation 
of college endowments. He saowed how 
the endowments of the negro colleges in 
Georgia escape taxation by being invest- 
ed in property and securities outside of 
the state. These negro colleges are far 
more richly endowed than the white edu- 
cational] institutions of the state. 

“If the barrier is removed wouldn't the 
endowments of these negro institutions 
escape taxation in the state?” asked Mr. 
Hall. of Bibb. 

"Yes sir, they would, and they ought 
to escape it,’ replied Mr. Candler. ‘I am 
Rot appealing for exemption for negro 
@illeges, but I am making an appeal in 
behalf of education, Under the present 
plan it is readily seen what disadvan- 
tages confront the white edweational in- 
stitztions of this state. It is for these 
that I appeal.”’ 

The bill, Mr. Candler said, did not pro- 
pose to exempt any property from tax- 
ation; it simply proposed to give the peo- 
Ple the power to exempt through tne 
legislature and the legislature could, un- 
Ger this law, - specify. what property 
should be exempted. 

In answer to a question Mr. Candler 
said if the bill became a law hardly ” 
60 in college endowments could be ex- 
@mpted under it, because the endowments 
of white institutions in tae state scarcely 
amounted to that sum. He referred to 
one smal] institution in the state whose 
limited endowment is not now returned 
for taxation. This institution is doing as 
Much good in its way as any other in 
the state, he said. and if ite endowment 
Were taxed it would have to close its 
doors. Mr. Candler was asked for the 
name of this institution, but declined to 
give it. 

Opposed by Mr. Hall. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, gaid it was with ex- 
treme regret taat he found himself in a 
position where he was obliged to oppose 
the bill, éspecially since he represented 
a county which would probably benefit 
more by it than any other county in the 
state. He mentioned Mercer, Wesleyan 
Female college, the two Catholic schools 
and the several otner charitable and edu- 
cational institutions in Macon and Bibb 
county. 

“I have a telegram from the president 
of one of these educational institutions 
asking me not to oppose this bill, and [ 
would not do so did I not believe it 
fraught with the greatest danger to the 
people of the state.” 

The little property that would be ex- 
empted would be a mé€re bagateile com- 
pares to the danger suca a law would 

ring upon the people. The great danger 
would come, Mr. Hall said, in the exemp- 
tion of rty which comes into gom- 
per. with other property of a like 
ind. It would be all right so long as 
confined to unproductive property, he 
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at the police station and a confession by 
the trio reveals one of the smoothest 
games of robbery that has come to light 
in Atlanta police circies in a long while.

Harrison, who reported that he had’ been 
choked, chloroformed, and then robbed in 
a toilet room in the Williams house on 
Marietta street, frankly acknowledges 
that his story was a fake, pure and 
sim pie. 

He confesses that he and his two con- 
federates began planning a month ago 
to rob the telephone company, and that 
they were waiting for a favorable op- 
portunity to carry their plan into effect. 
This opportunity, he thought, came Mon- 
day morning, when he was given the $250 
check to have cashed at the bank. To 
prevent suspicion, M was agreed that 
Heniwzson and Carter were to secrete 
the money, and that Harrison was then to 
chloroform himself and afterwards cry 
robbery. 

Harrison adhered to his story until 
yesterday morning, when his two pals 
were arrested and liccked in the police 
station, and the greater portion of the 
money wss recovered. Then he broke 
down and made a complete confession, 
as dii also Carter. Henderson admits re- 
ceiving part of the money, but denies 
that he was in the scheme to rob. 

Detectives Walton apd Campbell, who 
worked uy the case and solved the mys- 
tery sufround@ding the aileged robbery of 
Harrison, have succeeded in recovering 
$218.42 of the missing monéy. Carter and 
Henderson spent the remaining $31.58 for 
differant purposes. 

Harris)1 bungled the execution of 
his part of the pian and this accounts for 
the first suspicion that, instead of being 
robb:d by*some unknown party, he him- 
self was the robber. He informed the 
officers thiat, on entering the tollet room. 
he was instantly seized about tte throat 
and choked, after which he was chloro- 
formed into unconsciousness He failed 
to crumple his collar, however, or to in- 
fiict on ahimself any other marks of vio- 
lence. His clothing was in an orderly 
condition, ate thie led the officers to 
doubt his story of the choking. 

Drug Did Not Work. 

A emall bottle and a handkerchief were 
found on the ficcr, but thers was no 
of any drug about the bottic. This fact 
streagthened the disbelief in the story. 
Harrison charges the chlorof.rm bungie 
to Handetron. Henderson says he pur- 
chased a bottle of chiorofcfm for the 
purp»s3, but Harrison says the quid was 
not chloroform. 

When asked if he chilorofsrmed him- 
self, he replicd: 

“Tt tried to, but it wouldn’t work. Hen- 
dereon gave me a bottle of some kind of 
stuff, but it wouldn't make me go to 
sleep. I tried the whole of the contents 
of the bottle. on the handkerchief, but it

had no effect on me. It didn’t smell like 
chloroform, nohow.”’ 

The way that Hefrigon acted the part 
of being chloroformed, however, would 
have done credit to an olde- and more 
exp?2rienced actor than he. When found 
he Was in an apparent stupor, and he 
was worked with for several minutes be- 
fore he revived. 

“They pulled me out of that room 
and beat on me and worked with me,” 
he said, with a smile. “But | just lay 
there and Ict them. beat. Finally I de- 
cid2d to come to, and then told them that 
I hed been robbed.”’ 

Acoording to the confession of Harri- 


son, the plot to rob was hatched one Sun- | 


day night about a month ago. The three 
beys have been intimate companions for 
some time, and they were together on 
that night. Harrison says he. was tell- 
ing the other boys about his carrying 
money to the bank ever: : 

that Carter suggested that they take the 
money some morning. Harrison replied 
“All right!" and then he began to watch 
for an opportunity. 


Harrison was employed as office boy | 


at the telephone exchange, and Monday 
morning hé was given $148 to deposit, and 
a check for $250 to get cashed. He says 
he informed Hendersot earlier in the 
morning that he would get the check and 
that Henderson agreed*to buy the 
bottle of chloroform. 

After Harrison received the money 
and check, he says that he and Hender- 
son went to the union depot, where Car- 
ter is employcd in the mail department, 
and .nforred him that everyihing wae 
in readiness for the operaiion of the 
plan. 


Plans Miscarried. 

The trio then proceeded to the Tthird 
national bank, in the Empire building, 
where Harrison deposited the $148 and 
cashed the check. He then gave Carter 
$200 of the amount and gave the remain- 
ing $50 to Henderson, after which he pro- 
ceeded to go and get “robbed” in the 
Williams house. It was planned that the 
boys were to meet later and divide the 
money. This plan was defeated, how- 
ever, by the arrest of Harrison shortiy 
after he was Giscovered in the Williams 
house.« 

Carter and Henderson, aftgr coming into 
possession of the stolen money, proceeéc- 
ed to spend a part of it. Henderson 
kindly remembered a girl friend, going to 
one of the floral companies and pufchas- 
ing for her a nice box of flowers. He 
also made purchases of several smal] ar- 
ticles and paid a debt of $1, also having 
his shoes repaired. Carter was thoughti- 
fyl of his creditors and says that he paid 
debts amounting to about $11. 

Detectives Walton and Campbell recov- 
ered $189 from Carter and $29.42 from Hen- 
derson. The boys had secréted the money 
at their homes and when arfested told 
the officers where it could be found. Car-

ter was taken into custody while at work 
in the depot and Henderson was arrested 
as he was coming out of a Whitehall 
street+ store, where he had just invested 
in a glass of soda water.

We had 
planned that I should tell the story that 
I had been robbed and I was to chloro- 
form myself. Henderson waited on thy 


office with the check; then we went by 
for Carter. , 
“I then tried to back out, but Hender- 
son told me if [I didn’t carry out the 
game he would knock me in the head this 
morning when I started to the bank, and 
take what money I had away from me. 
Carter suggested one Sunday night about 
& month ago that we commit the rob- 


bery. I was telling him and Henderson 
that I carried money to the bank every 
morning and €arter said: ‘Let’s take it 
some morning.’ I answered ‘All right.’ ” 
Carter said: 
‘Harrison and Henderson came by the 
depot yesterday morning and told me they 
were going to steal the mofiey.

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and put the screws on the convention 
which assembled immediately following 
his visit. The.negroes were ruled out. 
There was a howl from Cheatham ard 
the other negro republicans of the state, 
but so manifestly was this shutting out 
the desire of the republican president 
that the howl of the colored brother fell 
upon closed ears. The, white republicans 
assumed control of the convention, shut 
the negro out, and started the party 
upon its new lily-white life. 

There was no criticism of this action 
from President Roosevelt or his lieuten- 
ants. On the other hand, Senator Pritca- 
ard came in for a lot of commendation 
from headquarters and from the distinct- 
iy Roosevelt press. 

Alabama Leaders Followed Suit. 

Seeing these things, the republican lead- 
ers of Alabama nacurally decided that 
the proper thing to do was to follow in 
the footsteps of their North Carolina 
brethren. For some time there have been 
bitter factional differences in the repub- 
lican party of Alabama. Their troubles 
had created a h.gh degree of disgust here 
in Washington and they realized that they 
Ought to do gomething to rehabilitate 
themselves with the party powers here. 
Looking at the success of the North Caro- 
lina movement, they naturally came to the 
conclusion that similar action on their 
part would be pleasing at the white house. 
Accordingly, factional differences were 
buried for the firat time tn seven or eignt 
years, and all the white republicans of 
the state got together for that conven- 
tion movement. 

In order that their purposes might be 
made the more clear, Senator Pritchard 
was invited to make the convention ad- 
dress. He did this. There was no direct 
allusion in this speech to his visits to 
President Roosevelt because none was 
considered necessary. Everybody realized 
why he had been invited and what it 
was expected of the convention to do. 

A Representative Convention. 

That convention was the best republi- 
can convention ever held in Alabama. 
The fact that the negro was to be elimi- 
nated was so well understood that many 
leading republicans who had never he- 
fore taken active part in republican af- 
fairs consented to become delegates, and 
did take an active part in the work of 
the convention. It was a representative 
gathering, embracing a number of béenk- 
ers and manufacturers and business men 
in other lines some of whom had pre- 
viously affiliated themselves with the dem- 
ocratic party. 

Collector Bingham was active in th® 
convention. The most important of the 
preliminary steps was the make-up of the 
convention roll so that the negroes migh. 
be excluded. This was done by a subcom.- 
mittee of the state committee, and Bing- 
ham consented to serve on this subcom- 
mittee. He was a federal officeholder 
and active participation in politics was 
ostensibly denied his class; but it required 
a man of nerve to manage things at this 
juncture and the end to be accomplished 
was 80 clearly -in line’ with the desires 
of President Roosevelt that he went on 
the committee. . 

Bingham’s Undoing. 

This “is the eum of his offerding—the 
thing that brought about his.decapitation. 
For President Roosevelt changed front 
toward this southern movement. The ne- 
cessity of securing to the party the votes 
of the negroes of the northern states led 
to a howl of criticism against the Ala- 
bama action on the part of the republi- 
can politicians ap at the north. These 
men got at Payne and Clarkson, who are 
the special politicians of the administra- 
tion, and when’ their demand for the re- 
pudiatton of the Alabama action was re~ 
inforced by a similar demand from Book- 
er Washington in. the interest of his 
friend, Postmaster Thompson, at Tallades 
ge, the president weakened.

New York, November 11.—There was a 
fresh outbreak of demoralization on tHe 
stock exchange this afternoon after quite 
a Substantial recovery had been achieved 
this morning. The manner in which the 
market acted at the rally was such as

of. heavy .ljquidation. ;It is a maxim of 


professional traders after a day of such” 


violent declines as those of yesterday to 


buy stocks and cover short contracts.. 


This was the course pursued in this 
morning’s market, resulting in advances 
of from 1 to 2 points in the majority of 
leading: active stocks on the list, but 
the absorptive power of the market 
showed a steady decrease as the advance 
in price proceeded. Commission houses 
were practically idle and reported that 
no orders were being received from out- 
side sources. The market wavered un- 
certainly through the noonday period, 
and even stood with apparent equanimity 
the early stages of the violent liquida- 
tion in Amalgamated Copper... The seem- 
ingly endless outpouring of this stock 
eventually undermined the market. The 
identity of the capitalists in control of 
this corporation with those controlling 
the Standard Oj] Company, and the 
enormous prestige carried: by this group 
in financial affairs caused a deep sig- 
nificance to be attached to the unload- 
ing in Amalgamated Copper.

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BAER ATTACKS 


~ JOHN MITCHELL 


Alleges That Strike Leader Has 
Misrepresented Conditions 


Coal Baron Specifically Denies Nearly 
Every Statement Made by 
Mitchell in Presenting the 
Case of the Miners to 
Arbitrators. 


Washington, November 11.—The reply 
of George F. Baer, of the Philadelphia 
ani Reading Coal Company, to the 
charges of President Mitchell, of the Unit-. 
ed Mine Workers, which has been pre- 
sented to the anthracite coal strike com- 
mission, was today given to the public. 
Mr. Baer makes no reference to Mr. 
Mitchell as the president of the miners’ 
organization, but refers to him simply as 
an individual. 

Taking up the specifications in Mr. 
Mitchel!’s charges seriatim, Mr. Baer first 
admits that his company owns thirty- 
seven collieries, and that before the 
strike it employed 26,829 people. Follow- 
ing is a brief summary of the response 
to Mr. Mitchell's other propositions: 

S--ond, The demand for 20 per cent 
in wages on piece work is denounced as 
“arbitrary, unreasonable and unjust.”’ 
The company contends that after making 
all necessary allowances for different con- 
ditions, that the rate of.wages paid for 
the mining of anthracite coal 
as that paid in the bituminous coal fields. 

Earnings of Miners, 

Third, The company denies that the 
present scale of wages is lower than is 
paid in other occupations in the same 
locality and controlled by like condi- 


tions. 

Fourth and Fifth, Mr. Baer denies that 
the earnings of the anthracite workers 
are less than average carning:s for other 
occupation requiring slill and training, 
and also the charge that the earnings 
are insufficient because of the danger- 
ous character of the wcrk in the anthra- 
cite mines. 

Sixth, This specification made by Mr. 
Mitchell is referred to as too vague for 
spezific answer, but in a general way it 
is stited that the anthracite regions are 
among the most prosperous in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Seventh, The ccmparny pronounces. as 
unjust and inequitable the demand for a 
reduction of 26 per cent in hours of labor, 
without a reducticn of earnings fer the 
employees, and this demand is pronounc- 
ed impracticable. In th’s connection. the 
following statement is made: 

‘Because of the injury to the mines by 
the strike cf the United Mine Workcrs of 
America the cost of producing coal has 
been greutly increased and a temporary 
advance in price was made by this com- 
pany, but it will be impracticable to 
continue such increase when mining oper- 
ations become normal.”’ 

Eighth, Mr. Baor says his cotnmpany has 
no <Gisagreement with any of its em- | 
ploye xs about the weighing of coal, be- 
caus2 the quantity is usually determinéd 
by -measurement and not by weighs. 4 

Union Is Arraigned. 

Ninth, Replying to the fourth demand 
made by Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Baer says 
Since the aalvent of the Urited Mine 
Workers’ organization into the anthracite 
fields busincss conditions there have been 


intolerable; that the output of the mines 
has decreased; that discipline has been 
destrcyed; that etrikes have been of al- 
most daily occvrrence; that men have 
worked when and as they pleased and 
that the cost of ‘mining has b-en greatly 
increased. He also takes the position 
that the jurisdiction of the commission 
is limited to the conditions named by the 
coal company presidents which excludes 
the United Mine Workers frum any rec- 
ognition in the proceedings. He says, 
however, that ‘“‘when a labor organization 
limited to anthracite mine workers is 
created which @hall ob2y the lew, respect 
the right of every man to work and hon- 
estly cooperate with «employers, trade 
agreéments may becom: practicable” .s 
Increase of Wages. 

Mr. Bear further says: 

“Any increase in wages will neces- 
sarily increase, the price of coal to the 
public, restrict its use and seriously af- 
fect the ability of the industries using it 
as Tuel to compete with the industries 
using bituminous coal; it will bear heavi- 
ly on the. workmen and necessarily op- 
press tne general public and injure the 
general business of the country. Be- 
cause of the injury to the mines by the 
strike of the United Mine Workers of 
America, the cost of producing coal has 
been greatly increased and a temporary 
advance in price was made by this com- 
pany, but it will be mpreetionie to con- 
tinue such increase when mining opera- 
tions become normal 

“And further answering, the company 
Says that it does not and will not dis- 
criminate against workmen belonging to 
the United Mine Workers of. America, or 
any other labor organization, so long as 
they perform satistactory work and be- 
have as law abiding Eta should; but 
that the company will at all times em- 
ploy any person it sees fit and will not 
permit any labor organization to Hmit 
the right of em loyment to the ovary 


of its organization.
